UNE worked in offices, in shops, in business : 


at union headquarters and in labor agencies. 
They climbed the floors tall office build-' 
ings; they attended meetings; they talked 
with barbers, taking chances of incurring 
responsibility for a razor’s nick in a patron’s 
face. They fraternized among striking 
butchers and did not neglect bartenders and 
saloonkeepers. They took valuable time be- 
‘longing to bankers and brokers; they both- 
ered salesmen who were waiting on custom- 
ers. They besieged physicians, waiting for 
them to get through with patients. They 
startled wise attorneys, who. wanted to know~ 
what it “‘was for,” and they intimidated 
policemen, who suspected a snare. 

At other times THr TRIBUNE men dodged 
swinging steel girders while on the lookout 
for laborers and sidestepped to avoid wheel- 
barrows and hodcarriers. They talked to 
printers at their machines, they sought fire- 
men in the city engine houses, and they 
were unleashed in office buildings among 
hundreds of elerks..

Many Reasons for Preferences. 
The reasons given in answer to the second 
question’ were varied. In.the main they wére 
commonplace. In instances they were pic- 
-turesque, although often trivial. A barber 
in Milwaukee avenue said with the utmost 
gravity he would vote for Parker “‘ because | 
Roosevelt did too much hunting.’’ A labor- 
ing man admitted he had been influenced by 
the reports that Judge Parker “‘ spent most | 
of his time swimming.” There were those 
who blamed President Roosevelt for strikes, 
but the strikers themselves—in the stock- 
yards distrtct—were in the majority for 
Roosevelt. They took the position that the 
packers were supporting Parker .because 
Roosevelt opposed the beef trust, and, in 
consequence, the packers preferred to pro- 
long a struggle which they argued would 
result in democratic votes. 

In many cases the-supporters of the candi- 
_datep were hereditary republicans or demo- 
This influence of heredity was most 
‘pronounced among physicians, teamsters, 
and saloonkeepers. It was least noticeable 
among business men, who voted, they said, 
in accordance with their interests; regard- 
less of the party affiliations of their fathers 
or their grandfathers. | 


Prosperity Is Strong Issue. 


The next reason advanced for presidential 
preference in the order of its importance was 


unwisdom of changing a “ good man ’’—the 
inadvisability of causing a probable upheav- 
al in present satisfactory commercial condi- 
tions by a change in administration. ‘“‘A 
commercial stampede invariably follows a 
change from the administration of one polit- 
ical party to that of another,’” was the way 
one business man put

Police came in answer to a riot call, and 
had difficulty in taking Leonard through the 
mob.

Tells of Rescue from Mob. 
Eli Terda, who has been employed as a 
eattle butcher in the Armour plant since 
the strike began, told his experiences to the 


police at the stockyards station, who had 


rescued him from a mob. Is 

“Il owe my life to you,” he said. “ After 
having been in the plant four weeks I had 
gone out for some fresh air. On my return 
to the stockyards I left the Halsted street 
car at Fortieth street. A dozen men jumped 
on me and beat me. They took from me $11, 
all that I had, and then you came and res- 
cued me. 

‘The food given to the men in the packing 
plants Is of the best, but the beds are hard 
and there is too much company. Some of 
the men complained that the rooms they 


j worked in were too hot and others that they 


were too cold.” 
Beaten and Left Unconscious. 

There were several other attacks on non- 
union men during the day: 

Charles Misakray, 50 years old, was-found 
unconscious in an alley at Forty-sixth street 
and Center avenue in the afternoon. There 
were two wounds on his head, which, he de- 
clared later, were the result of an attack 
by union men early in the morning.

_ FROM CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Health Bulletin Points Out What It 
Calls a “‘ Remarkable Feature of a 
_. Most Remarkable Season.” 


The weekly bulletin issued by the Chicago 


“health department says the unprecedentedly 


low mortality from the contagious diseases 
of childhood is a ‘“‘ remarkable feature of a 
most remarkable season.”’ It is a big factor 
ir, the record breaking low general death 
rate for the city. The bulletin says: . 
Since the first of the year there have been 212 
deaths from diphtheria. During the corresponding 
period of 1903 there were $28 diphtheria deaths, 


and the decrease this year is more than one-third. 


Deaths from scarlet fever show a decrease of 52.2 
per cent. 

In the whooping cough mortality the decrease is 
80 per cent. 

Against the 23 deaths from measles since Jan. 1, 
1904. there were 268 in the corresponding period 
of last year—a decrease of 91 per cent. 


The cool weather of the period, pure water | 


supply and a steadily improving quality of 
milk—especially as to age—are among the 
causes ascribed for the falling off in infant 
mortality.

MILWAUKEE WOMAN DIES 


_ AFTER MAKING 25 ATTEMPTS. 


Takes Poison on Being Reprimanded Be- 
cause She Made Complaint of Color of 
Curtains in Her Room, 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 
Cecil Davis of Cadillac, Mich., succeeded 
today in ending her life after twenty-five at- 
tempts. Here are some of the attempts 


she made within the last three months: 


June 5—Took morphine; went te Hmer- 
gency hospital and asked to be pumped out. 

July 5—Tried to fall on dagger, but only 
scratched her neck, 

July 30—Jumped off open bridge, but found 
water too cold for comfort and yelled for 
help, which came in time to save her life. 

Aug. 14—Took carbolic acid and died at 
Emergency hospital. 

Cecil was known to the police asa suicide 
fiend. She would try to commit suicide at 
the slightest provocation. . 

She never tried hanging. She said she 
didn’t like the illuminating gas method, and 
only trie. that once. But carbolic acid, 
morphine, and laudanum were common poi- 
sonsto her. Shecame here about five years 
ago and soon manifested her suicidal mania. 
Usually after taking poison she would call 
for the police patrol to take her to the hos- 
pital, or go herself and get the poison re- 


/ moved. Sometimes she was too far gone to 


make her own call for help, but this was 
seldom. 

Last night she was reproved for complain- 
ing about the color of the curtains in her 
room, and told she could leave if she didn’t 
like the surroundings. This was too sharpa 
blow for Cecil, and a bottle of acid finished 
her career.

The ap- 
plicant swore falsely that he had been in the 
country the requisite length of time, and 
witnesses who had never seen him before 
backed up his false statements. The judge, 
who had no time to look into each case, as- 
sumed that everything was right and the 
new-fledged citizen was given an opportuni- 
ty to vote for thé party whose local leader 
had put him through the naturalization mill. 
There is an even shorter road than that 
to citizenship now in New York City. There 
is @ gang which does not take aliens into 
‘gourt to get citizenship papers, but which 
manufactures them and sells them to aliens.

AMERICA LEADS GERMANY. 

A few years ago Great Britain had to 
yield to the United States the first place 
in the production of iron and steel. Last 
year for the first time this country took the 
lead of Germany as a beerproducer. With-. 
out going into a controversy as to the merits 
of their respective brews, for it might en- 
gender bad feeling; but it is on record that 


last year the output of the American brew- 
eries exceeded the German output by 132,- 


000,000 g&llons..° 

Various explanations are offered by the 
Germans. They say that temperance prin- 
ciples are spreading, that the middle classes 


cold and wet last year, and hence not good 
beer weather. Probably the.main reason 
why this country has outrun Germany is 
that its beer drinking population is inereas- 
ing more rapidly. 

In spite of the oceans of beer viewed here 
the United States imported $2,300,000 
worth of malt liquors last year and exported 
only $850,000 worth. The brewers should 
do better than that. Now that they have 
forged ahead of Germany in total produe- 
tion they should make this country, like 
Germany, a great beer exporter, and build 
up a profitable foreign trade, 

The exports of the United States to South 
America are not so large as they should be. 
Why cannot the brewers swell their volume? 
The South Americans like beer, and it is 
better for their health that they should drink 


Perhaps if they used more beer they wean 
have fewer revolutions. 

The beer intended for export pays no in- 
ternal revenue tax and the brewer can offer 
his wares in-foreign countries for prices he 
cannot afford to at home. Beercan be made 
here as cheaply as anywhere else, and why 
should not the American brewers increase 
their output and push their wares until the 
nations of the earth come to depend on this 
country for beer as they now do for cotton? 


RECLAIMING ARID LAND. 

The act of 1902 set aside the proceeds of 
the sales of public lands in the western 
states and territories for the construction 
and maintenance of irrigation works for the 
reclamation of arid land. The fund 
amounted a year ago to $16,400,000. It; 
bas risen now to $25,000,000. 

This is the working capital now at the 
command of the government for irrigation 
purposes. It will be increased by further 
land sales and cannot be decreased, beeause 
the monéy laid out in dams, canals, and 
other irrigation works will be repaid by the 
buyers of the lands, now arid, which are to 
be made cultivable. The government will 
not give away or sell at a nominal price 
lands on which it has expended much money, 
but will charge buyers the cost price. 

If the government had hundreds of mil- 


all the arid lands of the far west, becanse 
there is not water enough to be had. Na- 
ture is too niggardly. But a great deal 
can be done with the reclamation fund. 
No sooner had the act of 1902 gone into 
force than competent men were sent out. 


find the best points to begin the work of 
reclamation, and their results were subse- 
quently passed on by expert engineers. In 
his last report the secretary of the interior 
reported that’ contracts had been let for the 
construction of diversion works in the 
Truckee river in Nevada and of a canal 
thirty miles in length to carry its waters 
to the proposed reservoir on the Gunnison 
river. In his next report he will have much 
to say about the progress made with this 
and other projects. 

The work of reclamation is low. It has 
been discovered that few of the projects wil) 
affect public land only, and the problem of 
dealing with private owners is a perplexing 
one sometimes. The construction of great 
substantial dams is a slow business. But 
the work of reclaiming arid lands has been 
started and it wilt be pushed forward un- 
interruptedly until all the available water 
has been utilized.

That is 
not so great a loss as the destruction of one 
torpedo boat would have been. Indeed, In 
any war the quantity of contraband seized 
on neutral vessels hardly will be worth the 
trouble of hunting for it. | 

The right of a belligerent to blockade an 

enemy’s ports and to make prize of vessels 
which try to enter his ports knowing they 
are blockaded will not be surrendered by the 
great naval powers. They all feel that the 
occasion may arise when they will wish to 
exercise that useful belligerent right. 
Those powers, for the protection of their 
own commerce, whose freedom from mo- 
lestation is a matter of great moment to 
them and their citizens, ought to agree that 
none of the cargo of a ship honestly sailing 
under a neutral flag shall be subject to seiz- 
ure even if it be unmitigated contraband of 
war. 
England would not have agreed to this 
during the long Napoleonic wars, when al- 
most all the searching was done by her ves- 
sels. The situation is different now. The 
application of the right of search to Great 
Britain's extensive. commerce does not 
please Englishmen. 

As for Americans, they have conceded 
the lawfulness of searches and proper seiz- 
ures, but they never liked to have their ves- 
sels searched by English officers. The 
United States has always been foremost in 
the advocacy of the rights of neutrals and 
the liberation of trade and commerce from 
the harassment of war. Why cannd@it pro- 
pose to the other great commercial nations, 
when the Russo-Japanese war is over, that 
the right of search shall no longer be recog: 
nized? If Rngland, France, Germany, and 
the United States were to agree in that, who 
could gainsay them?

less than a score of French citizens, generals, 
admirais, a former president of the republic, 
and several ambassadors who possess this 
distinction, and to their names must now be 
added that of Camille Barrere, who for sev- 
eral years has represented his country at the 
court of the quirinal, and who has been un- 
doubtedly the principal factor in inging 
about so marked an improvement in the réla- 
tions between France and Italy 

That he should have been sroauned: to the 
highest grade of the Legion of Honor seems 
only matural under the circumstances. But 


dinary career, and it may be questioned. 
whether at the time when he fled from France 
in 1871, with a sentence of death hanging 


had taken in the commune insurrection, he 
ever dreamed that the time would come when 
he would be decorated with the Grand Cross 
of the Legion of Honor, and be knowy not 
only as the intimate friend of monarchs, such 
as the kings of Italy and Sweden, but also 
as the most staid and today one of the most. 
conservative of the grand dignitaries of that 
government which was seeking his arrest 
with a view of putting him to death. 


It is only fair to state that Barréf¥e was 
barely 20 in those days of the Paris com- 
mune, and that his participation in its ex- 
cesses, for which he was subsequently made 
to pay so bitterly, were due in a measure to 
his inexperience and to the hotheadedness 
of youth. Photographs are stillin existence 
which ‘represent him in the unifotm of a 
colonel of tht commune, engaged in drinking 
with Felix Pyatt, Rigault, and several other 
leaders of the insurrection, and if any of the 
copies thereof still remain in the possession 
of Barrere he must sometimes be tempted 
to compare them with those pictures in which 
he is portrayed in all the glory of an ambas- 
sador of France, covered with decorations, 
among which now figures the broad red rib- 
bon and the silver star of the national order 
of France. 

Wher Barrere made his escape to England 
he starved for a time in London. before he 
managed to secure employment as a French 
teacher, first in private families, and after- 
wards at the military academy at Woolwich, 
where, curiously enough, his duties brought 
him into frequent contact with the late prince 
imperial of France, who was one of the 
pupils of the *‘shop”’ atthe time. As soon: 
as he had thoroughly mastered English he 
abandoned teaching fof journalism, and be- 
came one of the most valuable members of” 
the staff of the Manchester Guardian, which 
may be described as the leadiag organ of the 


It was while acting as sintenbonaiol jon 
this newspaper at Constantinople at the time 
of the international congress there in 1876 
and again at the one held in Berlin in 1878 
that he was brought into contact with the 
late M. Waddington, then French minister of 
foreign affairs, who, ignorant of his ante- 
f£edents, appointed him to a clerkship in the 


rere had managed to render himself so in- 
valuable to Waddington when at Berlin that 
when he made a clean breast of his connec- 
tion with the commune to the minister, the 
latter, in conjunction with Gambetta, whose 
interest in him had been aroused by some 
clever letters which he had written for the 
Republique Francaise, managed to. secure 
immunity for his early offenses and sent him 
off to Galatz as the French member of the 
international commission of the Danube. 

There he did so well that he was given the 
rank of a secretary of embassy, not before, 
however, he had made an application to the 
proprietors of. the London Times for the post 
of their correspondent at Paris. Gambetta, 
who was then all powerful, was bitterly op- 
posed to the late De Blowitz, and did all 
that he could to secure the appointment for 
his protégé, whose perfect knowledge of 
English and the favor which he enjoyed with 
the official world tn France, would have ren- 
i dered him a most capable representative of 
the great English newspaper on the banks of 
But thé Times ts loyal to the 
members of the staff who serve it well, and 
declined to dismiss Blowitz for the sake of 
giving his post to Barrere, and accordingly 
the latter remained in the French diplomatio 
service, being in turn diplomatic agent in 
Egypt, minister to the court of Munich, and 
of Stockholm, ambassador at Berne, and now 
for the last six or seven pens ame or 
to Italy. | 

Barrere’s tastes are He 
hunts, not like a Frenchman, but like an Eng- 
lishman, boxes, fences, plays polo and golf, 
and isa first rate sporting shot. His marriage 
was something of a romance. For when he 
first asked for the hand of the girl who was to 
become his wife he was at Constantinople as 
a newspaper correspondent, and her father, 
an immensely wealthy Armenian banker in 
the Turkish capital, treated his demand as 
a piece of presumption and turned him out 
of the house. . 

Several years later, when Bafrere was 
passing through Constantinople on his way 
Me Cairo, where as French envoy he oc- 

ied a splendid palace and was in receipt 
or a big salary and most liberal allowances, 
he found that the banker had failed and that 
he and his family were living in the 
utmost penury. He at once renewed his suit. 
This time it was accepted. and, marrying 
the girl whom he had learned to love while 
stil-a journalist, he assumed charge of her 
entire family, provided for its welfare as weil 
as for the education of his wife’s brothers 
and sisters, enabling the latter to contract 
advantageous marriages. 

‘Ifdeed, Barrere’s entire life, both publie 
and private, may be described as the most 
romantic of any official in the service of the 
French government. He is in the prime of 
life, being not yet 55 years of age. a

“Moral” Saloon Plan Draws 
Pulpit Criticism. 


SEES LIFE IN THE PARK. 


«Commissioner ” on Bench 
Proves a Philosopher. } 


The action of Bishop Potter of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal diocese of New York in in- 
dorsing a ‘“‘moral’’ saloon again was the 
subject of criticism in Chicago pulpits yes- 
terday. 

**The Descent of Potter’ was the subject 
chosen by Dr. William B. Leach of the Ful- 
ton Methodist Episcopal church for a pre- 
lude to his sermon. 

‘** Sad is the fall of Henry Codman Potter,”’ 
said Dr. Leach. ‘* He made his own groove. 
Once a pronounced, good, temperance, re- 
ligious man, he has sunk to mingle with the 


evil in his last utterance is more than all 
“the saléonkeepers of New York together. 
How he has soiled the robes of his Christ 
master as he shook hands with the devil over 
the bar of his subway saloon. 

“The bishop outshazzars the Belshazzar, 
who, with 1,000 of his lords, took God's sa- 


from them. This does Mr. Potter. His 
course is that of all who sell convictions of 
God to gratify the world. He may make 
money for every saloonkeeper and dive pro- 
prietor and gambler of New York and the 
nation is his friend. It is awful to lose one’s 
soul for fame or money.

Urges Moderation in Reform. 


The Rev. William Hathaway Pound 
preached in the-Rogers Park Congregational 
church on “ Negative Altruism,” and said, in 
part: 

“The gospel of today lays large stress 
upon obligation to the other fellow. In mod- 
‘ern society man cannot always please him- 
self. Paul practiced negative altruism by 
his self-restraint. The doctrine that one may 
do as he pleases is un-Christian and un-Amer- 
ican.

By this 
teaching the spectacular and vulgar display 
of wealth would cease. A person with 
$700,000 in jewels is of no particular conse- 
quence without the essential jewels of hon- 
esty, purity, and isdustry. This teaching 
would lead to self-restraint in the matter of 
ultra radical measures of reform.

Roosevelt Leads with Laborers. 


The census .2181900 gives Chicago 73,597 la- 
borers. An especial effort was made to see as 
large as possible: -a percentage of these, be- 


cause the laborer’s vote counts for as much | 


as that of the millionaire. Twenty-seven la- 
borers on the building in process of constru 
tion at Wabash avenue:and Madison stre 
included eighteen Roosevelt men, all regu- 


jar republicans with a single exception, and | 


nine Parker votes. Ninety-six laborers in 
thé neighborhood of Canal and Madison 
streets polled seventy Parker and twenty-six 
Roosevelt men. Many of these were out of 
employment and blamed. the adminiswration. 
Then 154 laborers, including a large number 
of freight handlers, brought up the Roosevelt 
average by 101 votes and the Parker by 
forty-eight. One prohibitfon and four so- 
clalist votes were found in thée'crowd. 

The total labor vote as taken gave Roose- 
velt a majority in the proportion of 173 to 
142. The reasons give by Roosevelt support- 
ers were that he could not be improved on 


and deserved another chance. Many former | 
democrats among them argued that Parker | 


was an unknown quantity and appeared to 
have been nominated by the moneyed class- 
es.

_ Many Teamsters Favor Debs. 


Sixteen teamsters who said they would vote 
the socialistic ticket were found in one barn.

Heredity’ Counts for Parker. 


Among saloonkeepers the hereditary in- 
fluence was said to be responsible for a pre-* 
ponderance of democratic votes. Among 
thirty-one in State street, south of Harrison, 
only six republicans were found, and out of 
seventy-two in other parts of the city fifty- 
four were for Parker.

Boston Takes Lead in Amer- 
ican League Away from 
Comiskey’s Team. 


VISITORS WIN IN NINTH. 


Three Runs Make the Final Score 
5 to 2—Attendance Given 
as 30,198. 


} Boston’s world’s champions regained their 
| oJ position at the top of the American league 
ladder yesterday by trouncing the White 
Sox. 5 to 2, in one of the most stubbornly 
fought battles of the season before the 
largest crowd that has seen a baseball game 
in Chicago in many yeers. 
. Perfect weather and the perfect attraction 
| of two great teams, ancient and honorable 
rivals, fighting for first place in tNe bitterest 
, struggle of modern baseball history, served 
a to make the day the climax of the local sea- 
son. The announced attendance figures 
were 30,198, and, however widely estimates 
h may differ, it is certain no greater aggrega- 
if tion’ of fanatics has attended a diamond 
scrap here in tne last dozen or fifteen years, 
and there have been few greater anywhere 
at any time. 
‘a Crowd Figures in Result. 
| The big stands were packed to suffocation, 
the aisles and passageways being so con- 
gested that practically the entire assemblage 
had to stand on its feet to see anything of 
the game, while a massive circle, many rows 
deep, surrounded the playing field and cut 
huge chunks of importance in the luck of 
the game. Even the roofs of the stands and 
‘the tops of the fences were covered with 
rooters, many apparently hanging on to 
nothing at all. The press box was invaded 
by the crush and the greatest difficulty was 
found in providing places for‘those unfortun- 
ates who watch baseball games, not because 
they want to, but because they. have to. 
It is doubtful if any one spectator saw the 
whole game and the plays thereof. Even 
Umpire Sheridan had his troubles in that 
respect on account of the invasion of the 
field, and several close decisions were vigor- 
ously protested by bothclubs. Unfortunate- 
_ ty they cut the biggest figure in the game, but 
it is one of the disadvantages of attracting 
large crowds that luck must cut a bigger 
figure in the result than when the playing 
‘field can be kept clear. 


Altrock Fails for Once. 


When Nick Altrock faced the world beaters 
the crowd was serene in its confidence that 
he could put it over his former team mates 
as he has been doing right along, but Collins’ 
men broke the hoodoo effectually, and did 
it by bunching their swats off him, just when 
they counted most.

Fall Trade in Dry Goods Opens. 

Formal opening of the fall trade in dry 
goods took place last week and local jobbers 
entertained a larger number of buyers, with 
the result sales showed a proportionate in- 
crease. On the manufacturing end of the 
market, however, business was not espe- 

cially active. In fact, it was tame. Mill 
agents were unable to effect any increased 
activity with the distributinginterests. The 
large prospective crop of cotton was the chief 
cause of stagnation in this branch of the 
trade.
